“ Salem’s residential area is ex­ 
panding faster than other cities 
we have worked with,” William V. 
Kennedy, representative of the Mi­ 
chael Baker Engineering firm of 
Rochester, Pa., told members of 
the Rotary Clu b when they met 
Tu esday in the Memorial Bu ild­ 
ing. 
The Michael 
Baker firm 
has 
completed the city’s arterial high­ 
way su rvey report and is com­ 
pleting a comprehensive plan for 
Salem. 
Kennedy also pointed ou t that 
the city’s w ater and sewage cov­ 
erage is good and that the u se of 
present land is satisfactory, ac­ 
cording to su rveys the firm has 
done recently. 
Old Patterns Stick 
Kennedy said that the u se of 
land in the city hasn’t changed 
mu ch since 1806 when the city be­ 
gan bu ilding u p a commercial dis­ 
trict in the State St. and Ells­ 
worth Ave. area. After the com­ 
m ercial areas came the residential 
and indu strial sites, he added. 
Kennedy established the follow­ 
ing statistics: 
1. That 31 per cent of all Jand 
in Salem goes to residential u se. 
2. That 2.2 per cent is u tilized 
for comm ercial u se; and 3.2 per 
cent for indu strial u se. 
Ro o m fo r Ex pansio n 
He added that Salem ’s indu stry 
is localized and that there is plen­ 
ty of room for expansion. 
Parks and schools consist of 2.7 
per cent of all land area, he went 
on to say, while pu blic and semi­ 
pu blic bu ildings make u p bu t 1.3 
per cent. Streets and alleys take 
u p 12.5 per cent of all land. 
Kennedy said that by 1970 Sa­ 
lem wou ld need an extra 30 acres 
to handle fu rther expansion. He es­ 
tim ated Salem’s popu lation at 13,- 
200 persons. 
He coaolu ded saying that the 44 
per cent of land in Salem u nu sed 
in 1955 hap iww been redu ced from 
10 to 15 per cent since then.

TUSKEGEE, Ala. UP)—A boycott 
of u nfriendly white m erchants was 
called Tu esday night for Negro 
residents who are in the m ajority 
in this famed edu cation center. 
The president of the Negro Tu s- 
kegee Civic Assn. told an over­ 
flow chu rch crowd that m em brrs 
of their race shou ld retaliate eco­ 
nomically against a legislative act 
to exclu de Negroes from the city. 
Negroes shou ld “ not feed those 
who wou ld devou r u s,” Charles 
G. Gomillion told an estimated 
2,000 persons to the fervent reply 
of “ am en.” 
The act passed Friday by the

The two laws porposed by the bipartisan Com­ 
mission on Government Security are both high- 
. ly questionable. 
One of them would make it a federal offense 
for a newspaperman to publish “secret 
in­ 
formation. It would be obviously unconstitution- 


- al. 
It would be a clear violation of the First 
Amendment, which states that “ Congress shall 
m ake no law. . .abridging. . .freedom of the 


press.” 
What newspapers publish cannot be controll­ 
ed in any way by federal law. But when na­ 
tional security is concerned, newspapers can 
police their own news columns and deal first­ 
hand with employ es who break the rules. This 
was demonstrated during World War II. 
The other proposed law would authofize wire­ 
tapped evidence in court proceedings against 
accused subversives. It runs contrary to the 
credo that the only way to keep wire-tappers 
at bay in the nation is to keep them from 
becoming legally respectable, no m atter what 
kind of eavesdropping they do. 
Wire - tapping will continue, of course. There 
is no way to stop it. But it need not be stim u­ 
lated by making it admissible as evidence. 
Fortunately , only these two laws are rec­ 
ommended by the commission’s m ajority re­ 
port. Its other recommendations could be put 
into effect by ex ecutive orders. 
Whether they will be or not is a White House 
decision that has not been foreshadowed by any 
word from President Eisenhower. 
Federal se­ 
curity has dropped out of the news. It is as­ 
sumed that the problems of loy alty and se­ 
curity which plagued the United States during 
the Roosevelt and Trum an administrations have 
been put under control by closer surveillance 
than ex isted before the ex tent of the problem 
was revealed in a series of afcomdc-spy con­ 
victions. 
The plan proposed by the commission for set­ 
ting up an independent security office may be 
horse is stolen. 


Shadow And Substance 


The sim ilarity between the court-martial of 
Ool. John C. Nickerson Jr. and the historic 
cuort-m artial of the late William Mitchell runs 
deeper than surface indications. 
In both cases, the nominal charge—insub­ 
ordination against Mitchell, releasing secret in­ 
formation on guided missiles against Nicker­ 
son—was the fuse to set off the real charge. 
Mitchell’s offense was to believe that air power 
had made battleships obsolete, and this involved 
him in a fight between the U.S. Navy and 
the U.S. Army , which was the original sponsor 
of air power. 
Nickerson’s offeree is to believe that the 
Army should be allowed to share fully in de­ 
velopment of long-range guided missiles, and 
this has involved him in a fight between the 
Army and the now independent Air Force, which 
claims sole rights over long-range missiles. 
That is the substance of his offense, as will 
be revealed in the testimony . The shadow has 
no more real bearing on the case than the 
charge of insubordination against the outspoken 
Mitchell. 
The Nickerson hearing should be followed 
with this fact in mind: The defendant is being 
called to account for what he believes, not for 
what he revealed.

y ear’s 
justice in his previous career but 
because the whole subject has just 
been opened up by the commission 
on government security . 
This commission of 12 prominent 
citizens, appointed by the Presi­ 
dent and by the Senate and the 
House, issued last week a recom­ 
mendation that hereafter the ju­ 
dicial branch of the government 
should “ take effective steps to in­ 
sure that its employ es are loy al 
and otherwise suitable from the 
standpoint of national security .” 
Can it be that the commission 
was thinking about 
Alger Hiss, 
who served in the 1930’s as a law 
clerk to a Supreme Court justice 
now dead? 


THERE WERE said to be dis­ 
cussions about this and its impli­ 
cations among the 
members 
of 
the commission before it reached 
its conclusions. Here is what the 
commission say s in its formal re­ 
port: 
“It is fundamental 
that there 
should be no reasonable doubt con­ 
cerning the .loy alty of any federal 
employ e in any of the 
t h r e e 
branches of the government. 
“ In the judicial branch, the pos­ 
sibilities of disloy al employ es caus­ 
ing damage to the national secur­ 
ity age ever present. As an ex ­ 
ample, federal judges, busy with 
the ever-crowded court calendars, 
must rely upon assistants to pre­ 
pare briefing papers for them. 
“False or biased information in­ 
advertently reflected in court opin­ 
ions in crucial security , constitu­ 
tional, governmental or social is­ 
sues of national importance could 
cause severe effects to the na­ 
tion’s security and to our fed­ 
eral loy alty -security sy stem gen­ 
erally . 
“ There appears to be no valid 
reason why an employ e of the ju­ 
dicial 
branch 
should 
not 
be 
screened, at least as to his basic 
loy alty to the United States. 
“ Certainly the judiciary proper 
and the public generally 
should 
have the assurance that the men 
and women who carry the admini­ 
strative 
responsibilities 
of 
t h e 
courts or assist in the prepara­ 
tion of decisions are loy al, depend­ 
able Americans. 


“THE COMMISSION th e re fore 
recommends, as in the case of the 
legislative branch, that the judicial 
branch and the ex ecutive branch 
endeavor to work out a program 


service as “ law clerks” to Sup­ 
rem e Court justices. 
Today , when so-called “ liberal­ 
ism ” amounts almost to a fanati­ 
cism, some of the law school pro­ 
fessors engage in active campaigns 
to advance publicly the views with 
which they indoctrinate their stu­ 
dents. 


THE BOOK on the Fifth Amend­ 
ment written by Dean Griswold of 
the Harvard Law School was ex ­ 
ploited and widely distributed by 
the “Fund for the Republic.” 
In its annual report, the same 
foundation admits that, out of the 
5 million dollars it has 
already 
spent, much of it has been for dis­ 
tributing literature of this kind and 
other “ educational” m aterials on 
the subject of “ communism” and 
congressional investigations. 
What part do such so-called “lib­ 
eral” law professors play in select­ 
ing law clerks for Supreme Court, 
justices? 
May be the Congress ought to ap­ 
propriate enough money so that 
each justice of the Supreme Court 
could enjoy the bipartisan lux ury 
of two so-called “ liberal” and two

May be the Supreme Court opin­ 
ions would be better balanced then. 
At least, they might be more ac­ 
curate as to facts. Last week, for 
ex ample, Chief Justice W arren’s 
opinion criticizing congressional in­ 
vestigations said that “ in the dec­ 
ade following World War II, there 
appeared a new kind of congres­ 
sional inquiry unknown in prior 
periods of American history ” and 
that “this new phase of legislative 
inquiry involved a broad-scale in­ 
trusion into the lives and affairs 
of private citizens.”
